in 1767 It Had Forty-five House# and 
as Many Families. 
Captain Philip Pitman, an officer In 
the engineering corps of the British 
army, was selected by General Gage 
in 1707 to make an expert report on 
the territory just acquired from France 
on the east side of the Mississippi riv­ 
er. 
Pitman came to the Mississippi 
valley, the Illinois country it then was 
called, and traveled about for several 
months. 
Here is what he wrote of St. 
Fouls iii tin* early part of 1707: 
•‘This village Is one league and a half 
above Knoquias, on the west side of 
the Mississippi, being the present head 
quarters of the French in these parts. 
It was fir^t established in the year 
1701 by a company of merchants, to 
whom M. D'Alihndie had given nu ex­ 
clusive grant for Hie commerce with 
the Indian nations on the river Mis­ 
s ilry , and for the security and en 
couragemeut of this settlement the 
staff of French officers and the com­ 
missary were ordered to remove here, 
upon tin* surrendering of Fort Char­ 
tres (forty miles south of St. Ivouls on 
the Illinois side) to the English, and 
great encouragement was given to the 
inhabitants to remove with them, most 
of whom did. 
•‘The company has built a 
large 
bouse and store here, and there are 
about forty five hous«*s and as many

Investigation during the past fcrty 
eight hours has disclosed what ap­ 
pears to be the brutal m urder of a girl 
in the woods ol the m ainland between 
Egg H arbor and Absecon, fifteen miles 
from Atlantic City. 
After viewing the blood-stained g a r­ 
m ents anil hair brought to 
\tla n tic 
City by his detective, C h arlet Mi ore, 
the county prosecutor assigned I* rri 
gan and Applegate, detectives, lo the 
(ase. 
'File blood-stained apparel was dis­ 
covered on Sunday m orning, scattered 
along a lonely stretch of the Egg H ar­ 
bor Abse. on road, three miles outside 
of Egg Harbor. T here were locks of 
iiair nearly two feet long, covered with 
blood, 
and

keen-edged 
cob Mar’s 
knife was found. 
Toe detectives could 
discover o u ­ 
traces of a struggle and believe the 
m urder occurred in one of the Italian 
settlem ents farther back In the woods 
of A tlantic county. 
Another theory is th a t the m urder 
w as < oui mitred iu an automobile, com­ 
ing toward \tlan tie City, and that the 
i arm cnts were tossed into the brush 
beside the road. 
Toe authorities of Philadelphia amt 
Its vicinity have been notified In the 
hope that they ran furnish a clue.

HELP THEM OUT. 
£ 
There will not likely be any debate 
among sensible men over the state­ 
ment that if tile females among the 
farm animals that will soon be bring­ 
ing forth their young could have their 
way in tile matter they would much 
prefer to be in such physical condition 
as to best meet the ordeal and to con­ 
fer upon their little ones strong and 
vigorous constitutions than to lie de­ 
pleted and give birth to dead or weak 
iy offspring. 
In a vast majority of 
cases tragedies among domestic ani­ 
mals are entirely unnecessary, being 
due either to the carelessness or short­ 
sightedness of the owners, who Invari­ 
ably are the losers financially when 
these troubles occur at farrowing, 
lambing or calving time. Common hu­ 
manity and regard for animal comfort 
nnd welfare, as well as the money con­ 
sideration, should be sufficient to aug- 
gest that care w hich will give Hie de* 
sired results. This care should include 
dry and comfortable quarters, in which 
there should be the largest possible 
amount of both sunshine and fresh air. 
The rations fed should In* blood and 
muscle forming rather than fat nnd 
heat producing nnd should include gen­ 
erous allowances of the protein feeds — 
clover and alfalfa hay. bran, soaked 
oats and moderate amounts (one pa rf to 
tenor twelve of other cereals) of either 
oil mea I or high grade tankage. 
Both 
skimmilk aud buttermilk furnish pro­ 
tein in a most desirable form for tho 
brood sows and should Im* used when­ 
ever they can be got. 
The mistake 
made by most farmers who have trou­ 
ble when the young tilings begin to 
come is in feeding a ration consisting 
of too milch corn. Experiments have 
shown that corn alone Is latter than 
w heat alone, but the former should lie 
balanced, as suggested above, by a pro­ 
tein concentrate. 
It is not too lab* 
even now to so modify the fee l rations 
as to pres!uce good condition for tho 
pregnant farm animals and insure for 
them vigorous offspring.

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A GOOD ORCHARD CROP. 
Where one Is near a market that will 
take considerable quantities of aspara­ 
gus (the writer lias never heard of a 
market that got too much of it>, it 
makes an ideal crop to grow between 
the rows of young orchard trees. In 
making ready for the asparagus the 
soil should be plowed deeply and pul­ 
verized finely with a disk. While from 
a dozen to twenty loads of well rotted 
manure broadcasted will give good re 
suits, tin* asparagus will do better if 
furrows are plowed to a good depth 
where the rows of the vegetable are to 
be planted and the manure scattered 
in these to Hie «|epth of six or seven 
Inches and as many Inches of soil 
turned back to cover the nu) UU re. The 
rows should Is* from three to three and 
a half feet apart nnd should not be 
pis* iii nearer then five or six f»*et to 
tho trees. The U*d will give a good re- 
turn in a I snit throe* yearn and latter 
returns as it grows older. In the course 
of nine or ten years the asparagus roots 
should be removed and the tre<*s al­ 
lowed to moiio|Miliz.e the ground.
